ABSTRACT 


A method and device of synchronizing interrupts of a processor with, for 
example, signals from a synchronization unit such as, for example, a slot timer. In 
advance of the start of a slot as may, for example, be indicated by a signal from, for 
example, a slot timer, a state machine may schedule the function that will be 
permitted to interrupt a processor. Only the scheduled function may interrupt the 
processor during the slot. Time dependent functions that may be waiting to be 
processed may have to wait until the start of a next slot. Background functions that 
are too large to be processed within the time available in a slot may, for example, be 
divided into segments, each of such segments capable of being processed within the 
time available in a slot. 
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
